Glad the Panama Canal Rati- 
fication Hung Fire for a 
Time at Least. 


WASHINGTON, May %.—While Secre- 
tary of State Hay is fidgeting over the 
delay in the ratification of the Panama 
Canal treaty at the Colombian capital, 
Secretary Shaw of the treasury is regard- 
ing the state of ffairs with complacency, 
It's an Ill wind that blows nobody good,” 
and Secretary Shaw in this instance thinks 
he is is on the right side of the weather 
vane. The canal ponposition, from the 
treasury point, has caused him an end- 
less amount af worry, for, notwithstanding 
the immense amount of gold stored in the 
government vaults and apparently unlim- 
ited supply of con of all character, the 
draft of $40,000,000 payable to the French 
company and $10,000,000 to Colombia is a 
trifle heavy even for Uncle Sam's pocket- 


book. 

Secretary Shaw is now no longer consid- 
ering the possibility of having to meet the 
large canals payments in the present fiscal 
year, as the indications are that by the 
time the ratification is made the fiscal 
year will have been ended, or mearly 80. 

There was a time, not many weeks ago, 
when Secretary Shaw regarded the out- 
lcok with some anxiety. Soon after the 
adjournment of the special session of the 
United States it was not known how 
soon the Colombian Congress would be 
called together for the purpose of acting 
on the treaty. Supposing that it should 
be done immediately, there was 4 pros- 
pect that the preliminaries would be set- 
tled very soon and that the time would 
be at hand for the payment of some- 
thing like $50,000,000 out of the current 
funds of the Unit States treasury. 

The prospect no is that even if the 
Congress of Colombia should ratify the 
trea — early in July the Pie kor the 
rg rights and property will not have 
to be made before August or September 
at the earliest. Although the season of 
tight money will then be at hand, Secre- 
tary Shaw is not anxious. The treasury 
officers believe that there will be a much 
less severe stringency, than there was 
last year, and this pélief is based on 
sound reasoning. 

One of the chief causes of reassur- 
ances is the success of the present re- 
funding operations. The conversion of 
Is and 4s has not been going on very 
rapidly during the last w days, but 
even if the offerings of these short-term 
bonds should cease altogether at this 
time Secretary Shaw would fee! that his 
— of converting these securities into 
ong-term 2s had not been unsuccessful. 
The refunding even of 70,000,000 of 
these bonds, even when $100, 200. 900 had 
been hoped for, is a matter 4 great alg 
nificance to the money market and to 
bankers and financiers generally. Sev- 
eral millions of dollars have already 
been thrown into circulation in the form 
of Draa on bonds paid by the gov- 
ernment. More important than this, the 
bank circulation has. increased greatly 
within tbe last six weeks. This phenom- 
enon was looked for. this being the main 
object of his refunding plan.

( covery made by Prof. Arthur W. Good- 
Speed of the University of Pennsylvania. 
that human beings diffuse rays of suffi- 
cient intensity to make a photograph by 
them. 

It seems almost unbelievable that human 
beings are storage batteries, so to speak, 
of light and power, but Prof. Goodspeed 
has proved it. Incidentally, his discovery 
emphasizes how painfully inferior are cer- 
tain faculties of human beings to those of 
lower animals. 

According to Prof. Goodspeed, there is 
littie doubt that if cats and mice could 
talk and communicate intelligently wifh 
lordly man we should Jong ago have known 
that persons, along with inanimate things, 
throw off rays very freely. 

The cat or the mouse can see mn in the 
dark by his own light, just as a man can 
see a firefly in the might by the insect's 
own phosphorescence. Of course, the rays 
thrown off by ‘a human being are not 80 

Mant as those of a searchlight, but 
they are sufficient for the pecullarly sen- 
sitive organs of vision of a cat or the 
mouse, or to affectsa photograph plate. 


Prof. Goodspeed looks upon the f 
that humans shed 1 as being but the 
small part of his discovery.

ST. PETERSBURG,. May 23.—Interior 
Minister W. K. Von’ Plehwe, whose dis- 
patch to Gen. Von Raaben, the governor 
of Bessarabia, made the way clear for 
the Kischineff massacre, probably is the 
most powerful man in the Czar's domin- 
ons. He certainly is more powerful than 
he Czar himself. 

Von Plehwe is more than 65 years old and 
has spent 40 years in the service of the 
state. Before the Czar called him to suc- 
seod the murderer minister, Sipyagin, he 
was a senator of the Russian councfl of the 
empire and secretary of state in the grand 
duchy of Finland. He then was a man of 
no mark, and generally was regarded as a 
hidebound bureancrat. 

Von Plehwe is not a man of learning like 
Pobedonosteff, nor has he the fanatic’s ex- 
cuse of conviction for carrying out ex- 
treme measures. 

From his youth he has been brought up 
in official circles, among men who regard 
the common people as either dangerous 
criminals to be repressed, or innocents to 
be ignored. ) 

Early in te he frequently was em- 
ployed on missions sent to outlying pro- 
yinees to inquire into cases of peculation 
of public property, and he obtained a cer- 
tain notoriety for the drastic changes he

His own hands are clean, and in à coun- 
try like Russia that is the supreme recom- 
mendation for the important post of min- 
ister of the interior.

When at last his marvelous en- 
durance reached its limit a peace-loving, 
law-abiding citizen became afflicted with a 
fearful lust for blood. ) 

Tom Cockrill, leader of the Cockrill fac-

“In Breathitt County and in other sim- 
Rar communities a man whe fs generally 
regarded as the next man to fall a victim 
to feud hatred is shown special censidera- 
tion by all except his enemies. I have had 
courtesies of this sort extended to me on 
numerous occasions and know why they 
are bestowed. People never speak of ft un- 
lees you start the subject or to warn you 
You are supposed to be thinting about 
it yourself so much that vou do net care 
to have the subject forced upon you vy 
others. 

“Tl am tnclined to give credence to the 
statements of some of my friends that 
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mystery about the victim of a feud dying 
with anathemas on his lips.” 


The roung lrader of the Cocxril fac don 
talked earnestly. During the discussion 
naturally he talked of the case of James 
B. Marcum. 

Many persons have gained the impres- 
sion,’ said te, “that this feud is of re- 
cent origin. It is as old as any of the oth- 
ers, although comparatively recent events 
brought matters to a blood culmination. 

“Neighbors and frfends of Marcum re- 
gard his case as atypical one of blood 
madness. 

James B. Marcum was # years old at 
the time he was killed. Twenty-two years 
he had spent in the practice of law in 
Jackson. His boyhood days were spent in 
Breathitt County except the time he was 
at school. He wes noted for his genial 
temperament. Large and strong. he often 
championed the cause of smaller boys and 
frequently prevented cruelty to an mals 
Early in his professional career the feud 
cast its shadow on his home. 

A wonderful transformation took place 
about a year before he was killed. He 
became vindictive and made threats to 
inflict unheard of cruelties upon his ene- 
mies. He talked of nothing else than his 
foe and the vengeance he purposed to take. 
In other respects he was the same Mar- 
cum. but the monomania had such a hold 
of him that his own wife noticed and de- 


plored it. 
Marcum Cast Off 


the Feud Mantle. 
Marcum being the nephew of Capt. Bill 


Strong, the feud leader, who, after the 
war closed, continued to fight battles on 
his native heath, inherjted a feud. Strong 
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an active part tn perpetuation of the feud, 
did not eliminate his danger. During his 
22-year residence at Jackson it always be- 
hooved h'm to keep his eyes open for foes, 
but the Jast two years were days when he 
gambled with death. 

The dread angel hovered over him all 
the time except the few months he was ab- 
sent from Jackson. No ohe has ever called 
into question Marcum’s personal courage. 
His bitterest foes have always been free to 
admit he was a foeman worthy of their 
N and that he was almost a stranger to 
ear. 

No man in whose veins ran a drop of cra- 
ven blood would have returned to Jackson 
as Marcum did when he knew the fdte that 
awaited him. 

Mareum would not have gone away in 
the first place had it not been for the in- 
sistence of his wife and other relatives: 
Fear of his enemies’ triumph, fear of his 
family’s bereavement were far greater than |. 
dread of the pain and the mystery of 
death. 

He promised his friends he would be 
watchful. He played with all the strategy 
he possessed the game of hide and Mek 
with his ambushed enemies, but he would 
not at first consent to follow the warpath 
himself. The belief de was about to take 
it doubtless spurred on his assassin.

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BRYAN AS A POLITICAL BOSS. 
Col. Wm. J. Bryan's letter to éx-Gov. Lon V. Stephens, pub- 
Used exclusively in the Post-Dispatch, contains interesting in- 
formation concerying the state of Col. Bryan's mind. 

Col. Bryan explains his failure to keep a lecture engagement 
with a church in Jefferson City on the ground that he did not 
think it wise to stop with“ ex-Gov. Stephens for two reasons. 
One was that ex-Gov. Stephens had attacked Senator Sone on 
account of his lobby record, and the other was that ex-Gov. 
Stephens had uttered kind words about ex-Gov. D. BR. Francis 
as an available candidate for the Democratic presidential omi 
nation. . 

In his letter Col. Bryan describes the Francis boom as the 
logical successor and purpose of the Cleveland boom, and makes 
it clear that Francis is not on the Bryan Ust of Democratic 
presidential possibilities. 

Col. Bryan makes it clear that his political fortunes are in- 
dissolubly bound up with those of Senator Wm. J. Stone and 
that he will go to any length to defend Stone from attack on 
account of his connection with the lobby scandalg in the Mis- 
sourl Legislature. He is determined. to jam Stone with all his 
sins down the throats of his followers. 

In defending Stone Col. Bryan clearly indicates his opinion 
that a Democratic leader who publicly denounces trusts and 
monopolies should not suffer in reputation or usefulness because 
he privately promotes trust and monopoly legislation for pay. 

Col. Bryan in this letter serves warning upon all his followers 
that they must implicitly obey his dictates and bow to his will,

The vacation asked simply narrows the 
street at the pont where it is now over 10 
feet in width to the uniform width of 6 
eet. The Association owrs all the prop- 
erty abutting that portion of Tom street 
which it asks to have vacated. The tions 
of the other streets to be vacated in order 
to carry out the plans for the subway are 
not in any manner used by the public. The 
streets. are covered with railway tracks. 
and the Terminal Assoc'ation now owns 
all abutting property. The title to the 
streets ts today in the Terminal Associa- 
tion, Which simply asks that the cfty will 
technically and formally forego the right 
of user which it has long since abandoned. 

Another and a third object which the 
association has in view is the construt- 
tion of a railway track from a point 
near Twenty-second street to Grand av- 
enue, for the purpose of facilitating 
transportation to and from the World's 
Fair grounds. by the proprietary linas 
belleve that the advantage to tbe public 
more than justifies it in asking in or- 
dinance 23 the right to construct 
this track. 

Assuming that its efforts to Incronse 
its facilities in time to meet the unusual 
demands that will be made upon it during 
the orld’'s Fair would be favorably 
received by the public and met in the 
same friendly spfrit accorded to lik 
enterprises in other cities, the Termina 
Association early in this year caused to 
be intoduced in the Munictpal Assembly 
three ordinances substanthlly similar 
to those now pending and commonly 
known as the op Ordinance, the 3ub- 
way Ordinance and the Atlantic Street 
Ordinance... At the least session of the 
Municipal Assembly the Loop Ordinance 
was unanimously recommended by the 
railroad committee of the ‘Council. but, 
in common with the other two ordinanc- 
ead. falled of passage. 

The Terminal Association did not an- 
ticipate the objections which have been 
urged to the passage of these ordinances. 
Believing tho city would grant the priv- 
lleges necessary to enable it to carry out 
the contemplated changes, and realizing 
the imperative nocessity of beginning 
without delay its reparation for the 
World's Fair. the erminal Arsociation 
made contracts for the iron work in ad- 
vance of the introduction of the ordinances 
for the sole purpose of avoiding dolsy. 
The fabrication of this work is well under 
way. Tre association has expende: 
something over a million dollars in the 
purchase of property for the construc- 
tion of the lmnop. and the oxcavation of 
the subway is almost completed. 

The payment of an annual franchise 
tax must of necessity increase the ter- 
mina) charges, and thus add to che bur- 
den, of which St. Louis traffic must bear 
iis portion. New gateways are being 
opened, causing competition which the 
assoctetion must at ail times de pre- 
pared to meet. Every addition to. tixed 
charges increases the difficulty of meet- 
Ing this compotition. 

The motives of the association have deen 
criticiged and attacked. It is the rght of 
the public and the duty cf the press to crit- 
ſolse: and to fair critic’sm there can be 
no objection. M‘sstalements or pervasions, 
however, mislead and dece've. 

With respect to the Clark avenve bridge, 
the position of the Terminal Railroad As- 
soclat on has been uniformly 21 
represented and misstated. It Ia charged 
that the Terminal Association has endeay- 
ored to avold a legol obi‘gation to contri- 
bute $150,000 toward the bullding of a bridge 
over Clark avenue. As to this, the facts 
are: 

It is true that the ordinance under which 
the Un’on Station was built contains a 
clause to the effect that should the city 
provide by ordinance for the building of 
a bridge over Clark avenue, the Terminal 
Ase ciation will pay towards the construc- 
tion: of such a bridge the sum of $150,000. 
Th's obligation the Terminal Association 
has never sought to repudiate. Its pos tion 
has been. and is, that whenever the city 
Shall make provision’ for the bullding of 
such a bridge over Clark avenue eas is con- 
templated by the Union Station ordinance, 
the Terminal Association wil! pay the Nc. - 
(0. The agsociat'on, however, takes the 
postion that ordinance No. 18.834. common- 
* known as the Clark Avenue Bridge Or- 
dinance, m no provision for the erec- 
tion of a bridge over Clark avenue for the 
construction of which the Terminal Aséso- 
cation ts legally or morally bound to con- 
tribute to any extent. Thi ordinance con-

BARTLESVILLE DISTRICT 


Oil Is Being Found Everywhere, the 
Town Is Growing and Kansas 
City Merchants Are Getting 
Most of the Trade. 


Richard M. Hyams, a well-known news- 
paper man of this city, has just returned 
from the Indian Territory, where he spent 
a week at Bartlesville right in the heart 
of the oll country. While there he be- 
came greatly impressed with the fact that 
St. Louls business men are missing their 
opportunities in not getting in and secur- 
ing the trade, which is notably going to 


other. centers. 

“The people of Kansas City are reaching 
out and doing everything they can to get 
on the best of terms with the new coun- 
try.“ says Mr. Hyanis, and so far they 
have the best of t over St. Louls. There 
is a great chance there for the St. Louls 
business man, and as this city is in di- 
rect communication by rail with Bartles- 
ville, the trade ought to de easy to get. 

“Everything is on the boom, and to show 
how fast the country is growing, I have 
only to mention tbe fact that Bartlesville 
grew from 900 population last year to 200 
people at present. 

“It is an exceedingly, rich country. Ol. 
natural gas and coal are found in plenty.

- Chauncey Depew, who, has relatives in St. Louis, paid 81000 to 
the genealogists and could get nothing better than a “grand chamberlain 
ol the Roman Empire“ for an ancestor. This being so, you can imagine 


abroad, and spent a month or more search- 
ing the records in various cities, towns or 
parishes for the desired information. 


Mrs. Pittman das weilten the followlug 
synoposis of the t. Louis genea ogies in the 
book: 

There are said to be more than 3000 de- 
ecendants in th's country of the Ancient 
Maison Du Puy,’ which, according to 
Moreri, was “prolific of iliustrious men” 
of French history. Hon, Chauncey N. 
Depew is of this fam.ly. the name angtii- 
cized by a long residence in England, where 
this Montbrun branch of the family es- 
caped from the massacre of St. Bartholo- 
mew.

The town marshal 
was buried without fuss or ceremony and 
his place is vacant yet. Tom Cockril!, 
however, mourning the loss of his brother 
and smarting from the dis‘Jlusion of his 
dream of love, was very bitter against 
the persons who he belleved had caused 
him both sorrows. It was while both of 
these grievances were new that, it is said, 
he received a challenge from Ben Hargis 
to come to a certain “blind tiger, where 
Hargis was drinking. Hargis promised 
to kill him if he came. Cockrtll went. Both 
men began shcedting on sight and when the 
firing ceased both were lying on the ga- 
loon floor. Hargis wal dead and Tom 
Cockrill was wounded in the arm and leg. 

Cockrill recovered and took a change of 
venue. He was acquitted. While Tom 
Cockrill was in jah at Jackson he made 
affidavits that his life was in danger; and 
it was. During those strenuous days his 
former sweetheart, heavily veiled in black 
like a widow, came to see him, but he 
would not yield. He told her that so long 
as life should last he could never forget 
the night she had gone home with his ri- 
val. She pleaded, but he rem nded her 
that with her beauty she could get almost 
any one she wanted, and advised her to 
marry. 

She has not done so yet and is seldom 
seen at social gathesings. 

While Tom Cockrill was in jail for the 
killing of Ben Hargis, Dr. Cox was as- 
sassinated. This was last June. The 
physician had left hie office to call on a 
sick man when his assassin siepp.d up be- 
hind him and emptied both barrels of a 
shotgun loaded with buckshot. Dr. Cox 
was killed instantly. People attributed his 
killing to Judge Hargis’ nephew. Curtis 
Jett, who since the killiog of Ben Hargis 
had been like a son to Hargis. Dr. Cox 
was the guardian of the Cockriil boys and 
naturally defended them from those who 

them.

Attorney James B. ‘Marcum denounced 
this assassination as the most atrocious 
thut had ever taken place, and on Mon- 
day, May 4, Marcum was killed.

While Marcum was lying on the court- 
house steps his niece, Nora Patrick, ran 
up to him, and, saturating hep handker- 
chief in his blood, sald;

No serious attention, however, was bald 
to these tales, which were regarded as the 
uct of the poetic imagination of the 
At the same time it is now fe 
nat old-time pioneers and miners 
„ stated that they had seen extraor- 
„ animals resembling men in the lofty 
ef these trees or peering down 
er dark places among the leaves. 
on, at one time well known

up a series of ropes and ladders by which 
others might follow. This plan, however. 
came to nothing because of the extreme 
danger, the bark in places being soft and 
not affording an absolutely Ste hold for 
steel hooks that would support the weight 
of a man. 

Benton always said that extraordinary 
discoveries might be made if the upper 
branches of these monster trees were 
scientifically explored. While he did 
not go so far as to assert that a race of 
strange savages were living in the upper 
branches, he did maintain that uncanny 
things were happening.in the tops of tha 
trees and that forms like those of giant 
gorillas more than once had been seen 
moving about, not only in particular trees, 
but climbing from one to another like ths 
Banderlog described by Rudyard Kipling. 

Now, however, it is known that old 
Benton was right. The tree dwellers 
have been discovered. Since they were 
first accidentally observed other re- 
ports have come in which are exciting 
much attention. 

A regular colony of these tree dwellers 
is believed to Inhabit the celebrated grove 
of Sequolas in Calaveras County. Far 
above the ground nests have been de- 
tected which, although they now look 
small, are undoubtedly of great size and 
capable of housing one or more families. 
Peering over the edges of these nests 
strange grinning faces have been seen. 

Mysterious forms have been noticed flit- 
ting about the upper branches. appearing 
and disappearing in an inexplicable man- 
ner. 

A tree dweller was seen running up the 
vertical trunk of a giant tree 260 feet above 
the ground as rapidly as a man could 
Gash across a grass meadow. To the 
amazement of the beholders this strange 
form vanished while they were looking at 
it The explanation is that in places some 
of these trees are hollow and the tree 
dwellers, in addition to living in nests, 
have bullt homes inside the trunk which 
are approached by small ladders and pegs 
driven in the bark. Here the tree dwell- 
ers live just as squirrels live. 

In several places what look like ropes 
Gangie among the upper branches, and 
rudely-made ladders appear to connect one 
pert of the tree with another. Where the 
toes are thick several of them are said 
to be connected in this way 80 that it 
would be almost impossible to capture the 
tree dwellers, who can move about the 
upper part of the forest, from tree to tree, 
without coming to the ground. This ex- 
traordinary discovery is thought now to u- 
lustrate an instinct that may go back to 
primeval man, when the safety of human 
beings could only be assured by living in 
the tree tops or where enemies of the 
animal kingdom or other savage human 
tribes could not get at them. 

The fact that the tree dwellers have been 
tiving in security—their very existence not 
suspected—from the discovery of Caltrornia 
up to the present time, shows the cunning 
of the first of these mvages who adopted 
thia mode of life, as well as the skill of 
the present race of tree dwellers in escap- 
ing observation.

The hunter gave chase. After a long 
race he gained on the fugitive until he 
could make out the features. He was then 
dumfounded to find it the form of a child, 
apparently about 10 or 12 years old. 


It was thinly clad, wearing a sort of 
brown cloth about the waist. This was 
of coarse texture and rough like gunny 
cloth or burlap, and it may have been 
some rude product of the tree dwellers’ 
craftsmanship. 


The hunter trailed the child, which im- 
mediately took fright at the sound of the 
human voice and dropped to the ground 
froni the end of one of the lower limbs.

The hunter followed breathless to the 
foot of the tree and watched the strange 
savages swiftly. ascending by clinging te 
its rough bark with hands and feet.“ They 
showed a squirrel’s intelligence by always 
keeping the trunk of the tree between 
themselves and the hunter.

After careful consideration, many 
of these have decided to come to St. 
Louis and its immediate neighbor- 
hood. In this city the house at No. 
8887 Delmar boulevard is being fit- 
ted up to receive a company of the 
nuns who were forced to leave their 
home and will begin convent life 
anew in St. Louis. Carpenters, 
¢ plumbers’ and painters are now 
working in this house. 

The first of the order are expected 
to arrive there within the next few 
days. They will receive a warm wel- 
come from numerous friends in St. 
Louis, who have taken the house 
and arranged it for their reception. 
Every assistance will be offered 
them for the prosecution of their 
charitable and educational work. 

At the Ursuline Convent at Alton 
an expenditure of $20,000 is about 
to be made to enlarge the building 
to accommodate 17 sisters, who 
hkewise have been driven out of 
France, and who will make their 
new home at Alton.

The act under which they have been 
driven out was passed within a year. When 
it went into operation there were in France 
100 congregations of men, representing 36.-

tions of women, with 135,000 act've workers. 
The. former were located in 874 communi- 
tles, and the latter labored in 2883 districts. 
The members of these orders had charge of 
18,00 established hospitals, asylums, re- 
formatories, schools and institutions. They 
watched over 110,000 sick, infirm and aged 
persons, admintstered to 60,000 orphans, took 
overs ght of 12.000 wayward girls and at- 
tended 68,00 of the blind, deaf and dumb, 
in addition to carrying on other charitable 
works and teaching, 

The public service thus yendered by the 
monks and nuns to the French nation was 
estimated at the misimum annual value of 
$200,000.00, which sum. it is computed, 
would be the yearly cost to the state of re- 
Place the gratuitous workers were they 
all to be @ spliced. When it is remembered 
that a highly trained body of men and 
women performing gigantic werk of this 
kind without the cost of one cent to the 
state is deliberately driven away, it may 
be what a grave task the French 
government has undertaken from an eco- 
nomical point of view. ‘The teaching and 
chariteble work which the menks and nuns 
performed for noth'ng must now be taken 
up by the French nat on. Even If it costs 
France only one-half of the sum estimated 
it, nevertheless, enteiis an pdditional ex- 
penditure of £100,000,000 annually to the na- 
tion. 

This is one of the most interesting as- 
pects of the expulsion of the religious or- 
ders from France, which has attracted the 
atient'on. of the whole world during the 
past year.

CHAIN SHIRTS -NOW WORN IN JACKSON, KY. 


JACKSON, Ky., May 21. 
OME men in Bloody Breathitt’’ bear 
charmed ves. and others wear dul 
let-proof shirts. The record of 3 men 
killed in feuds during the past year would 
be larger if it were not for the chain shirt. 

In conflicts with knives it furnishes pro- 
tection for all the vital parts, except the 
head. In duels with rifies or pisicls it gives 
protection sometimes. 

Accounts of shootings in Kentucky fur- 
nish many Instances where a life is saved 
because the bullet glances. he fortunate 
person attributes it publicly _ so a coin, a 
watch or a pocketbook, but in nine ins- 
stances out of ten it’ is because the chain 
shirt turned the course of the missile. 

The shirt is manufactured by a Cincinnati 
firm. Mountain d'stricts where feuds flour- 
ish furnish almost the only markets for the 
article. The price is upward of $100. Pov- 
erty deters many from purchasing. 

Chain shirte are regarded by people of 
other communities as things which are of 
no use, except to the writer of fiction, but 
down here they are in daily use, and all the 
many improvements made in their manu- 
facture during the past few years, are 
well known. 

Capt. D. B. French, survivor of the 
French-Eversole feud, admits that many 
persons in this part of the state wear the 
protecting device. He, himself, survivor of 
a vendetta in which 93 men were killed, 
never owned ont, but he has no criticisms 
for those who do wear them. | 

"This thing of being shot down without 
being given a chance to take one shot at 
wour enemy is a hard fate, and anything 


which will contribute toward a marked 


man's safely is a blessing to the men with 
feuds,’ said Capt. French. 

The only man in Breath!tt County who 
will cheerfully adm't he owns a bullet-proof 
shirt is Welsey Coldrain of Bear Creek. 
One reason for his frankness is that he feil 
into Bear Creck one day when he was 
wearing his armor and during his resusci- 
tation it was discovered that he was handi- 
capped by almost 15 pounds of metal when 
he. tried to swim. 

Thal «experience disgusted him with 
chain shirts for a while, but when the 
light 8-pound steel jackets now in use were 
brought out he got one of them.

Prof. Dodge appears in the faculty 
list of the college catalogue as “professor of vocal culture in the Law- 
rence University Conservatory of Music.“ Part of his duties are to take 
charge of the music of the Methodist Church of this city, and the church 
pays him the bulk of his salary, but this is in reality paid by a millionaire 
paper manufacturer who is a pillar of the church. 

Between Prof. Dodge and the church authorities, including the mil- 
lionaire manufacturer, who is on the music committee, relations have 
not been sympathetic during the two years of his stay here. The crisis 
came when he produced his opera, called “The Sleeping Beauty,” and

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Present School System in the Territory Will Be Abandoned 
When Tribal Governments Become Extinct. 


MUSKOGEE, IL T., May 2. 
HE big problem now confronting the 
Indian Territory for solution is the 
public school question. In 18% the 
tribal governments of the five ctviitzed 
tribes, under treaty, will become inci. 
With their abolishment the present school 
System of the Indian countay will be 
wiped out. A school system to take the 
place of the present one must be pro- 
vided by Congress. John D. Benedict, 
United States superivtendent of Indian 
Territory schools, says that there should 
be no delay in formulating a new -system. 
The chief trouble in getting a new sys- 
tem established is the taxation question. 
There is absolutely no law now autho:iz- 
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poses except for the Indians, and the law 
providing for a tax to support Indian 
schools is a tribal law and cannot apply 
after tribal governments are broken up. 


The present common school system of 
the Indian country is very crude. When 
Superintendent Benedict came to Muskogee 
four years ago the Indians maintained two 
kinds of schools—boarding schools and 
day echools—for the country districts. 
Only the aristocratic Indian attended the 
boarding schools, although the nations bore 
all the expense of those schools. No white 
chiidren were allowed to attend the day or 
country schools. As a result, there was 
no way for a white child to get an educa- 
tion except at its mother's knee. Mr. Ben- 


edict took steps to bring the white children accommodations in the 
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school. He thought it was a good thing to 
have them mix. They would learn to know 
each other better and in the end civilization 
would be advanced. When the Indians were 
kept together they would only talk Indian. 
When thrown with whites, they would 
learn to talk English. The schools were 
supported by tribal taxes. The teachers re- 
ceived about $80 a month for teaching In- 
dians. Under the new rule established by 
the superintendent, white pupils were ad- 
mitted by paying a tuition of u a month 
each. This went to the teacher. At first 
the Indian parents objected to this, claim- 
ing that the white teachers would show 
partiality to the white chiidren, and ignore 
the Indian children, but this fear proved 
unfounded, and the mixed schools have 
been progressing very well. As a result 
better teachers could be secured. 

One of the great drawbacks in this coun- 
try is the Inability of teachers to find good 
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of teachers. Sentimental young men and 
women of the North are constantly apply- 
ing for positions as teachers. Native teach- 
ers used to have all the schools here. Now 
the most of the teachers come from the 
states. .

Of course, the Postal Telegraph-Cable 
company officers understand all these 
things, but the youth with a vague idea of 
time and the earth's rotundity may well 
ponder upon them. 

Astronomers and seamen can answer the 
question easily, but it generally proves a 
puzzler to those who have not studied it. 

The present record for round-the-world 
telegraph message is 47% minutes. It was 
made at the national electrical exhibition, 
held in Madison Square in 1896, in the 
presence of 12,000 people. 

The Postal Telegraph-Cable company had 
arranged to send messages from New York 
via Los Angeles, San Francisco, Van- 
couver, Winnipeg, Montreal and Canso 
to London and thence back to the hall. 
The Eastern Telegraph Co. was in readi- 


ness to take copies of the messages as they . 


passed through London, forward them to 
Tokio, Japan, and bring them back via 
London to N York. Only the lack of a 
cable under t Pacific ocean at that time 
prevented transmission literally around the 
world. 

A. B. Chandler, president and general 
maneger of the Postal Telegraph-Cable Co., 
started the message from the exposition 
hall and Thomas A. Edison sat at an ad- 
joining table ready to copy it on its return 
from its long journey. 

As the instruments began, to click, a gun 
was fired, and Chauncey M. Depew began 
an oration of The Progress of Elegtricity.”’ 
While he was speaking, this message was 
fiying hither and thither all over the 


gitude, which runs from the north to the 
south poles down the center of the Pacific 
Ocean. 

All civilized nations accept the meridian 
of Greenwich, which is practically that of 
London, as the standard for reckoning time 
as well as longitude. Directly opposite it 
on the other side of the earth ig the 180th 
meridian. When ft is noon at London it is 
midnight on the 180th meridian. By inter- 
national consent this imaginary line is not 
straigpt as are other meridians, but its 
course is an undulating one, for two rea- 
sons. One ig to avoid as much lands as 
possible; the other is so that several is- 
lands of Polynesia, discovered by different 
nations, some coming from the east and 
some from the west, can keep their re- 
spective dates. 

These islands, though within compara- 
tively few miles of each other, observe dif- 
ferent days. That is, when it is Sunday 
on one, it is Monday on the other, though 
the sun is shining down on both at the 
same time. When ships cross this merid- 
lan going east they lose a day; going west 
they gain a day. 

For instance, suppose we are sailing from 
San Francisco to Manila. When we cross 
the meridian. we come into another day. 
If we crossed on Saturday night, when we 
woke up in the morning we would find it 
was Monday. Our Sunday is lost forever. 
Suppose we were sailing eastward. Then 
we would, have a week with two Sundays, 
a week of eight days!
